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Improved Methods for 
Cold Soda Pulping 


Effect using forced-liquor penetra- 
tion methods the cold 
aspen were reported the Empire

The major pulping results were: 

1—Preliminary batch treatments vary- 
ing duration from 120 minutes 
and using caustic soda solutions varying 
concentration from 100 grams 
per liter produced pulps yields 
96.7 84.7 percent. Treatments that 
produced the strongest pulps were 
hydrostatic pressure impregnation 
period with solution grams per 
liter strength and 2-hour atmos- 
pheric steep period the same liquor 
concentration level. 

2 Cold soda pulp produced continu- 
ously repeatedly compressing and de- 
compressing chips soaked with caustic 
soda liquor for about minute was only 
slightly weaker than the strongest pulps 
made batch process.

This 
resulted the corrugated 
board flat-crush resistance the com- 
mercial pulp from 27.1 31.0 pounds 
per square inch. 

The corrugated board having the high- 
est flat-crush resistance and the highest 
Concora value was produced from 
pulp made the 2-hour atmospheric- 
steeping process. Increasing the caustic 
soda concentration during the pressure 
treatments increased the strength prop- 
erties the board but lowered the flat 
crush from 33.7 31.7 
square inch. The Concora value was in- 
creased, however, from 70.2 71.4. Two 
promising corrugating boards were made 
from cold soda pulps 
tinuously roll-type mill. Both 
these boards were above average fold- 
ing endurance and had good flat-crush 
values about pounds per square 
inch.
